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Unused

UNDER-used car parking 
spaces could be earmarked 
for new development as part 
of the regeneration of Hale¬ 
sowen town centre, an 
action plan for the area has 
revealed. 

The Halesowen Area 
Action Plan has been drawn 
up to help guide new invest¬ 
ment, identifying where new 
shops, homes and leisure 
developments will be 
located. 

Sites around the town 
centre have been earmarked 
for regeneration. The plan 
says there is a surplus of car 
parking spaces in the town 
and some could make way 
for shops and businesses. 

One suggested site is 
office block Trinity Point 
and the High Street car 
park, which Dudley Council 
officers say is under-used at 
the moment. 

They are promoting it for 
retail, leisure and restau¬ 
rant uses but some short- 
stay car parking should 
remain if the multi-storey 
car park was to be pulled 
down. Among the other sites 
is the Pool Road car park, 
owned by the council, which 
bosses say is suitable for 
retail development. 

The plan says: “The re¬ 
use of vacant upper floors in 
a town centre location is one 
way of helping a town to 
become a living place 24 
hours a day.” 

Merry Hill to

VISITORS to Dudley’s 
Merry Hill shopping centre 
will be able to shop for 
longer in the run up to 
Christmas, bosses say. 

The shopping centre has 
extended its evening and 
weekend opening hours for 
the festive period. 

From Monday, it will be 
open until 10pm on week¬ 
days and until 8pm on Sat¬ 
urdays. The centre will be 
open until 5pm on Sundays. 

Merry Hill marketing 
manager, Kelly Reed, said:

CUTS AT COUNCIL 
TO HIT EVERYONE

PARKING charges will rise, youth services will be slashed 
and some home care for the elderly could be withdrawn 
as part of a multi-million pound cost-cutting budget pro¬ 
posed by Dudley Council. 

Council leader Councillor Dave Sparks said the authority had been forced to make 
savings and was determined to minimise the impact on services. “Unfortunately we 
are in a financial straitjacket and we are having to do things that we really don’t want 
to do. The government’s policy on local government expenditure is forcing councils 

to make cuts,” he said. 

Parks and streets will not be main¬ 
tained as often and garden waste will go 
uncollected for five months of the year, 
under the plans to save almost £22 mil¬ 
lion over three years. 

It comes on top of more than £30m 
which has been slashed since 2010, and 
which has seen 487 voluntary redundan¬ 
cies and 74 compulsory redundancies at 
the authority. 

Further jobs are at risk with a volun¬ 
tary redundancy programme expected to 
be approved next week in a bid to keep 
the number of compulsory redundancies 
to a minimum. 

The council has announced a three- 
year savings programme with services 
for children and elderly among those 
affected. 

Landfill 

The proposals include introducing 
wheelie bins for household waste to slash 
landfill costs and shortening the collec¬ 
tion period for garden waste. 

Councillor Sparks said the authority 
had been forced to make savings and was 
determined to minimise the impact on 
services. 

The figures highlight savings of 
£10.7m to be made next year, a further 
£4.8m the following year and £6.3m in 
2015/16. 

The proposals to reduce budgets would 
see parking charges in the borough 
increase by 20 per cent in 2013 and they 
by a further 10 per cent in 2014. 

There are also plans to slash the num¬ 
ber of long-term care beds for the elderly 
while home care services could also be 
cut back. 

“Youth services for 13-19 year olds 
could be “significantly” reduced and 
revamped.

Job losses 
certain says 
finance chief 

THE finance chief of Dudley Council 
said job losses were inevitable as the 
authority looks to cut its budget and 
make massive savings. 

Chiefs have announced a three-year 
savings programme and a voluntary 
redundancy programme is expected to 
be approved this week . 

Cabinet member for finance Coun¬ 
cillor Pete Lowe said it was too early to 
say how many posts would be affected 
by the latest cuts but is certain that 
people will be lose their jobs. 

But he added: “It is inevitable that 
there will be job losses but we will do 
all we can to keep these to a mini¬ 
mum.” 

Meanwhile, Dudley Performing 
Arts, which runs music and dance con¬ 
certs and classes, is now facing further 
funding cuts. 

The service will no longer hold pub¬ 
lic events, if cost-cutting plans are 
given the go-ahead. 

Last year DPA was hit by funding 
cuts forcing it to cancel two major 
music festivals, which traditionally 
attracted up to 5,000 people each. 

The latest cuts announced by the 
authority will see the arts body lose 
£178,000 of its funding in 2013/14.

She said: “I was a bit 
shocked by it all as I’m not 
sure how Leslie had it in the 
first place - plus it had been 
there for a while as he died 
12 years ago.” 

Her niece Rachael Guest 
said: “I thought ‘What is 
that’ as it was quite heavy 
and had gone a bit rusty but 
it still had the pin in it.” 

Police officers arrived at 
the scene at around 7pm 
within minutes of them 
phoning an advice line. 

Miss Guest, aged 38, 
placed the grenade in the 
back garden of the house on 
the instruction of explosives 
experts. Police evacuated 
homes within around 330ft 
perimeter as a precaution.

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Scrapyard blaze hits train services 


A BLAZE ripped through a scrap 
metal yard in Coseley, causing dis¬ 
ruption to mainline train services as 
plumes of smoke drifted across rail¬ 
way tracks. 

Up to 200 tons of scrap metal was 
alight at Geo Johnson (Metals) scrap 
merchants, in Havacre Lane, near 
the railway station on Monday. 
Trains were forced to divert from 
Coseley as smoke billowed across 
the tracks. In total, two train serv¬ 


ices between Wolverhampton and 
Birmingham were cancelled and five 
diverted to other stations. 

Residents saw flames shooting 
20ft into the night sky as the pile of 
scrap and car parts caught alight at 
around 8.40pm. 

Police closed Havacre Road 
between Darkhouse Lane and 
Anchor Road close to a railway 
bridge, while dozens of firefighters 
from Bilston, Dudley and Tipton 


stations fought the fierce flames. 

Once it was under control, work¬ 
ers from the company helped crews 
by using machinery to move the pile 
of metal so firefighters could tackle 
all parts of the blaze. 

Water was pumped from the 
nearby Coseley Canal, with hoses 
dragged across Havacre Road block¬ 
ing traffic. Watch Commander Ade 
Cope, of Bilston Fire Station, said 
crews were faced with a very severe 


blaze. “It was a very well developed 
fire when we arrived with smoke 
and flames going very high into the 
sky,” he said.

THIEVES are stealing 
around 500 expensive 
iPhone and BlackBerry 
mobiles every month in the 
West Midlands, police have 
revealed. 

Pickpockets are cruising 
busy pubs, clubs and shop¬ 
ping centres, looking for 
opportunities to snatch 
devices, officers say. 

Police have now launched 
a crackdown ahead of the 
festive season when more 
phones are purchased and 
venues become busier.

Camra round table to fight for King Arthur

REAL ale campaigners are opposing an 
application to flatten the King Arthur 
pub in Dudley. 

The move has shocked locals, with 
some saying the building should be pre¬ 
served. 

Anthony Hitchmough, pub preserva¬ 
tion officer for Dudley and South 
Staffordshire Campaign for Real Ale 
(Camra), has written to Dudley Council 
saying he believes the pub, on the corner 
of Priory Road and Birmingham New 
Road, should not be demolished. 

It was built in the 1920s and was a 
roadhouse, attracting mostly customers 


with cars from further afield. The site has 
planning permission for a 70-bedroom 
hotel extension. 

In his letter, Mr Hitchmough says: 
“Why demolish it, when planning per¬ 
mission to extend and provide accommo¬ 
dation has been granted? 

“Dudley is short of accommodation.” 

A notice has been put up at the site 
informing people that an application to 
demolish the pub has been submitted. 

It is not yet known whether another 
use for the site has been found. 

Ward councillor Alan Finch has 
already spoken of his shock at hearing the 


news, saying it was “a shame”. Owner 
Amrinder Sandhu was granted planning 
permission for the £3.5 million hotel 
project in April 2010. 

Work had been expected to start that 
summer. Mr Sandhu said at the time he 
needed to develop the site to supplement 
pub income and to prevent the building 
from falling into disrepair. 

But in September 2010, the pub was 
put up for sale with estate agent Christie 
& Co. It was later withdrawn from their 
books. 

Mr Sandhu was unavailable for 
comment. 


Lifetime pet ban on brother

Although 
their cages had not been 
cleaned they had access to 
food and water and were in a 
“reasonable condition”. 

The pair previously 
admitted causing unneces¬ 
sary suffering to the dog and 
to not providing a suitable 
environment for the animal 
which was hygienic.

fee parking on cards 
in run up to Christmas 


FORTY car parks in Dudley borough will be 
offering free parking in the run up to Christ¬ 
mas in an effort to attract more shoppers to 
the High Street. Charges will be suspended 
on selected evenings and Saturdays in 
December. 

Dudley, Cannock and 
Wyre Forest Councils have 
pledged to offer free festive 
parking while Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, Walsall and Sandwell 
Councils are considering 
their options. 

There will be free Satur¬ 
day car parking on 40 car 
parks across Dudley that 
would normally charge on 
December 10,17 and 24. 

Charges will also be sus¬ 
pended on one evening to 
coincide with late night 
shopping and the Christmas 
lights switch on in Dudley, 
Stourbridge, Halesowen 
and Brierley Hill. 

Fees in Dudley usually 
range from 40p for an hour 
to over £2.50 for over three 
hours, while in Cannock 
they range from 90p an hour 
up to £11.50 for six hours 
depending on the location. 

Dudley transport boss 
Councillor Judy Foster said: 
“The suspension of car park 
charges is seen as a goodwill 
gesture on behalf of the 
council and an added incen¬ 
tive for shoppers to visit the 
borough on the run up to 
Christmas.” 

It could end up costing 
Dudley Council £20,000 in 
lost revenue.

Former 
teacher 
collected 
child porn 

A FORMER teacher has 
admitted having almost 
100,000 indecent images of 
children on memory sticks. 

Matthew Bullas, formerly 
a PE teacher at Dudley’s 
Castle High School, down¬ 
loaded photographs and 
videos from the internet 
while in a “depression”. 

The 32-year-old, of Hamil¬ 
ton Drive, Stourbridge, was 
arrested at his previous 
address in Halesowen on 
November 16 and computer 
equipment was seized. 

A total of 98,972 images 
were found by officers 
spread across five memory 
sticks. Bullas, who was 
sacked from the school, was 
sentenced at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court last week. 

He was given a three-year 
community order with a 
requirement to attend the 
Internet Offenders Treat¬ 
ment Programme and given 
supervision. Bullas was also 
placed under a Sex Offender 
Prevention Order for 10 
years and on the Sex Offend¬ 
ers Register for five years. 

None of the images fea¬ 
tured children at the school 
where he worked. Mr Danny 
Smith, defending, said his 
client was of previous good 
character. 

“He had suffered a break¬ 
down in his life which had 
vortexed into debt and 
depression,” he said. “He 
had suffered the loss of a 
relationship and his grand¬ 
parents and could not deal 
with this emotional 
burden.”

Traders relieved as roads 
reopen after major works 


TWO roads in the Black Country hit by six 
months of repair works have fully reopened - 
bringing relief to traders who say they have 
lost thousands of pounds. 

But temporary traffic lights along streets on the border of 
Halesowen and Rowley Regis will remain in place for the 
the next few days as the work is completed. 

Coombs Road and Gorsty Hill Road were made one-way 
in April while South Staff Water and National Grid carried 
out the £500,000 project. Traders said takings had dropped 
by half in that time. 

Bosses said customers were being put off by a lack of 
parking and heavy traffic. 

They are now drawing up claims for compensation for the 
money lost in recent months. 

Stephanie Cox, landlady of the Bell and Bear pub in 
Gorsty Hill Road, said: “There is still a backlog of traffic 
building up from the lights but it will make things much 
better now the road is two-way again. 

“The problem now is making people realise that it is all 
open and hope they can start coming again.” 

Bosses at the Olympia chip shop, Coombs Road were 
losing £500 a week and profits halved since work started. 

Owner and mother-of-two Dalvinder Kaur said she was 
relieved the road had opened again but said the works had 
“wrecked” their business. 

There are four-way temporary lights at the junction of 
Coombs Road, Haden Hill Road, Dudley Road and Furnace 
Hill. 

Drivers have faced delays during rush hour but the 
council says disruption will be reduced as the phasing of the 
signals will be changed for the final 10 days of the work 
before it is completed around mid-November. 

Councillor Judy Foster, cabinet member for transport, 
said: “The utility works are progressing well. The one-way 
system on Coombs Road has been removed which has 
improved traffic flow in the area. The utility companies tell 
us they are due to complete all their work by mid November. 
We apologise to residents, business and motorists for any 
disruption caused.”

PREVIOUSLY unseen cartoons, paintings and illustrations 
by a Dudley-born film director have gone on display in his 
home town. 

The exhibition, Horror in Hollywood: The James Whale 
story, includes images from a selection of more than 70 
unseen pieces of work. They range from his time in the Holz- 
minden camp during the First World War through to paint¬ 
ings he did in his retirement in California. 

The pieces have been loaned to the museum by Whale’s 
great-great niece, animator Cath Lloyd. The bulk of the 
work was kept in two suitcases in the attic at Cath’s grand¬ 
mother’s house. 

Whale, who died in 1957 aged 67, came from humble 
beginnings in Park Hill Street, Buffery Park, to become one 
of cinema’s most influential directors. His work included 
such classics as Frankenstein and the Invisible Man in the 
1930s.One of six children born to a blast furnaceman and a 
nurse, he attended Kate’s Hill Board School, Bayliss Charity 
School and Dudley Blue Coat School. His brothers went to 
work in heavy industry, but he was not strong enough so 
worked as a cobbler’s apprentice. 

The exhibition at Dudley Museum and Art Gallery runs 
until January 12.

Time to think big over theatre 


ATTENTION has been drawn to the 
proposals of The Friends of the Hippo¬ 
drome to renovate this former theatre 
with a view to restoring it. 

As I understand it, plans to proceed 
with the necessary financial arrange¬ 
ments, restoration works and theatri¬ 
cal consultations are in hand and that 
certain celebrities have already 
expressed their support. 

Whilst Dudley Council has a demoli¬ 
tion order imposed on the property no 
meaningful application for funding can 
proceed. In the meantime, the matter is 
at a standstill. 

I do not know whether removal of the 


order is yet in hand, but wake up people 
of Dudley and ensure it happens and 
avoid the disgrace of demolition! 

Destroying a fine theatre building to 
enhance a leisure complex does not 
make sense. Business people do not 
demolish their assets so why did 
Dudley buy the building? 

It seems an alternative proposal for 
this land, at one of the gateways to 
Dudley, is to construct a car park. 
There is, of course, already a large car 
park to the rear of the property adjoin¬ 
ing Dudley Zoo. 

Dudley Hippodrome is arguably the 
largest building of its kind in the 


country and no doubt other cities and 
towns envy Dudley and would wish to 
have something similar. 

The whole of the Black Country lacks 
a theatre of this dimension. This is a 
non-political issue. 

Is it not time for the councillors of 
Dudley to think less parochially and 
vote to remove the order which stands 
in the way of progress before the bull¬ 
dozers move in? 

Now is the time to think big and to 
look to the future of Dudley.

Fresh bid is 
launched 
to get 140 
homes built 


DEVELOPERS have launched a bid to get 
plans for 140 homes, a craft village and 
nursing home on a historic former brickworks 
approved at the second attempt after they 
were thrown out by council chiefs. 


A planning inquiry is 
being held into the proposals 
for Baggeridge Brickworks, 
Gospel End, Sedgley. David 
Wilson Homes and site 
owners Weinerberger have 
appealed against South 
Staffordshire Council’s deci¬ 
sion to refuse planning per¬ 
mission earlier this year. 

Councillors had argued 
the development would be 
too large for the village - but 
developers claim it would 
boost the area’s economy 
and attract new visitors. 

The applicants are hoping 
to convince the Planning 
Inspectorate to overturn the 
council’s original decision 
and give the go-ahead. 

The inquiry has heard 
that the plans go against the 
Black Country Core Strat¬ 
egy, which lays out guide¬ 
lines for major building 
projects in the region. 

Mr Satnam Choongh, rep¬ 
resenting the council, said 
the document made it

“clear” there should be no 
new housing developments 
other than in “major vil¬ 
lages”, which he says does 
not include Gospel End. 

He argued, as the site lies 
in green belt, it could only 
get planning permission 
under “special circum¬ 
stances”. 

However, the developers 
claim the land is among 
green belt sites that the 
council had said could be 
built on in the future. 

“We have found a sustain¬ 
able location where we can 
start a development that will 
have benefits for the area.” 
said David Bridgwood, asso¬ 
ciate director for engineer¬ 
ing firm Wardell Armstrong, 
on behalf of the applicants. 

The plans include 12 craft 
workshops, a 60-bedroom 
nursing home and new road 
access from the A463.

Boss skimmed £20,000 
in nursing home fraud

A LIVE music venue and recording 
studio has opened in Stourbridge 
bringing 12 part-time and full-time 
jobs. 

Moochers Jailhouse has been 
created at the former Conservative 
Club building in New Road. 

More than 100 people came on the 
opening night to watch perform¬ 
ances from Wales band The Guns 
and Kidderminster band Mooch, 
which is the club’s house band. 

Co-director Ross Syner, aged 21, 
said: “These are exciting times. 

“We’ve been speaking to a lot of 
people from the area and they say a 


venue like this is needed. We want to 
put on original live bands for people 
in Stourbridge. There are a lot of 
local bands here but there is no clear 
circuit. 

“A lot of bands have to go out to 
Birmingham to get a decent gig so 
this is about giving them something 
closer to home. 

“We’re lining up some good bands 
for the coming months so hopefully 
we’ll get a lot of interest. 

“We’re not looking to take on pubs 
in the area, we love pub gigs, we just 
want to offer people something dif¬ 
ferent.” 


THE finance chief of a Wall Heath 
nursing home raided savings to 
buy toiletries for residents while 
plundering £20,000 from its bank 
accounts. 

Debt-ridden Tracy Bennett secretly 
moved almost £3,000 into a personal bank 
account to pay her bills and then fiddled the 
books to try and cover up the three-and-a- 
half month crime spree, a judge heard. 

She forged signatures on receipts that 
suggested cash had gone on buying a special¬ 
ist chair, solicitor’s fees or other expenses for 
residents at Holbeche House. 

The 40-year-old single mother of twin 
girls also syphoned off a further £17,545 
paid by local authorities to cover the accom¬ 
modation costs of people living at the home, 
Wolverhampton Crown court was told. 

Bennett joined the staff at Holbeche 
House in 2008 and worked her way up to 
become in charge of the finances. 

Mr Edward Soulsby, prosecuting, said: 
“When arrested, Bennett only admitted 
those offences that were incontrovertible 
and showed no remorse, blaming it all on her 
depression.” 

Bennett, of Broad Street, Kingswinford, 
admitted two charges of fraud involving a 
total of £20,496 and was given a 42-week jail 
sentence suspended for two years. 

Bennett may be forced to hand over 
money and other assets from a proceeds of 
crim hearing in February. 

Mr Bernard Porter, defending, revealed at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court that £8,500 
found in Bennett’s account when the scam 
was uncovered had since been frozen.

Memories of hospital 
are needed for project 



Lieutenant Colonel Waterhouse 


A HISTORY project captur¬ 
ing the changing phases of 
The Beeches Training 
Centre and Penn Hospital 
will be held at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Art Gallery next month. 

Local people are being asked to 
share their memories of the site to 
produce a book and memorial bank. 

Situated on the Penn Road, The 
Beeches is an 18th century grade II 
listed building and was originally a 
gentlemen’s residence. 

During the nineteenth century, it 
was the home of Lieut. Col. Water- 
house who sold it to Francis 
Gibbons, one of the oldest and 
biggest makers of locks and iron¬ 
mongery. 

In 1935, the house was pur¬ 
chased by Wolverhampton Royal

Hospital which converted it into a 
convalescent home for women and 
children. 

Thoughout World War Two, 
patients at the Royal were evacu¬ 
ated to their homes and in 1941, the 
children’s wards moved to the Penn 
site. 

The first ward for seriously ill 
children opened at the Royal in 
1951 and once patients showed 
signs of improvement, they were 
sent to The Beeches to recuperate. 

Fresh air and sunlight from the 
large bay window is thought to have 
contributed to the children becom¬ 
ing well again and visitors walking 
down the Penn Road often men¬ 
tioned seeing patients shivering on 
the balcony. 


Young girls were given basic 
training to look after the children 
and lived on the top floor of the 
house. 

Their duties included keeping 
them fed and amused, a hard task 
considering they were only children 
themselves. 

The Beeches closed in 1989 but is 
noted for having looked after hun¬ 
dreds of children from Wolver¬ 
hampton and surrounding areas 
suffering from serious illnesses 
such as Polio and Tuberculosis. 

It was re-opened in 2004 as The 
Beeches Training and Education 
Centre, used for health and social 
care. 

The art gallery project runs from 
November 17 until December 15.

Man wHh £11,000 drugs 
has been given jail term 


A MAN caught with a haul of 
drugs worth £11,000 and a stun 
gun has been jailed for four-and- 
a-half years. 

Drug dealer Ryan Harper was arrested in 
March after police found the weapon in his 
car and drugs in his home. 

He was released on bail and during that 
time officers returned to his home in Fair- 
green Gardens, Pensnett, in July and found 
more illegal drugs. Mr Mark Rees, prosecut¬ 
ing, told Wolverhampton Crown Court: “On 
March 30 this year, police officers stopped 
the defendant in his car. 

“In that car they found a stun gun which 
could cause significant harm. Having 
arrested the defendant, officers searched his 
home address. They found substantial 
quantity of drugs with an overall street 
value of £11,000.” 

Officers seized cannabis, methadrone, 
cocaine and 1,656 diazepam tablets. 

They also found digital scales and cling 
film used in the preparation of drugs with a 
view to selling it.” In interview by police, 
former mechanic Harper said the drugs 
were for his own personal use and he was 
bailed. 

When officers visited his home on July 17 
they found more drugs including crack 
cocaine and £340. Harper, aged 22, previ¬ 
ously admitted eight charges of possessing 
drugs with intent to supply and possessing a 
prohibited weapon. 

Mr Timothy Talbot-Webb, defending, said 
his client had become a drug dealer as a 
result of falling into debts due to his own 
drug use. The court heard Harper had a 
£350-a-week cocaine habit at the time.

GPs to work with crews 
supporting emergencies 


GPs will support ambulance crews at emer¬ 
gency incidents across Worcestershire 
under new plans. 

Around 30 GPs from across the county, 
including Wyre Forest, are going on shifts 
with West Midlands Ambulance Service 
until the spring. 

Referred by the ambulance service, they 
will respond in their own cars to patients 
and provide them with urgent care that does 
not require a trip to A&E. 

Health bosses say it will prevent patients 
having to go to hospital when they could be 
dealt with at home. 

Dr Ameet Deshpande, who is joining the 
scheme, said: “I am an out-of-hours GP at 
the moment so this will be similar to what I 
currently do, but here I will be with West 


Midlands Ambulance Service as their 
response, rather than as an out-of-hours GP 
who have their own work to do as well. 

“I expect to deal with things like back 
pain, renal and colic cases and the elderly 
who have pre-existing conditions such as 
arthritis who need respite care, to stabilise 
asthmatics, or deal with social cases and 
mental health issues which are inappropri¬ 
ate to take to A&E. I hope to do a better 
service for them.” 

Jonathan Leach, medical director at NHS 
Worcestershire said: “The three clinical 
commissioning groups in Worcestershire 
are spending tens of thousands of pounds on 
this major initiative and it’s brilliant. 

“There are 30 GPs interested in taking 
part,” added Mr Leach. 


Morrisons' plan delay 


DELAYS have hit plans for a 
proposed multi-million 
expansion of a Kingswinford 
supermarket, as access from 
a busy road is still being dis¬ 
cussed. 

Morrisons wants to demolish its 
existing store in Stallings Lane and 
replace it with a 40,000 sq ft develop¬ 
ment, creating a total of 70 jobs.

The new supermarket would be 
built on disused industrial land next 
to the existing store. A new petrol 
station would also be built and the 


existing car park expanded. Fears 
have been raised from people living 
and working near the site who say it 
will increase traffic along the already 
busy Stallings Lane. 

Morrisons spokesman Mark Hill 
said: “At the moment negotiations 
are still taking place with Dudley 
Council over plans for the new devel¬ 
opment. 

“This is about the road access to 
the site. Everyone wants to be sure 
that what is proposed is right for the 
area before it comes before the com¬ 
mittee.” However, the discussions 
should be completed shortly and we 
are hoping the plans will be before 
the committee at a meeting this 
month, he added

Appeal to lower 
speed on roads 

AN “inappropriate” speed limit along some of a Dudley 
town’s oldest streets could be cut following calls from 
residents.

£2.3m sports shake-up 
is planned for academy 


A £2.3 million sports hall and 
outdoor all-weather pitch will 
be built at a Dudley academy 
under plans to boost ailing 
facilities. 

Staff say the sports hall and chang¬ 
ing rooms at Holly Hall Academy are 
among the worst in the borough. The 
roof leaked creating about £30,000 of 
running repairs. 

Part of the floor started to collapse, 


prompting head Graham Lloyd to call 
for new facilities. Staff also say that a 
Redgra outdoor pitch at the Scotts 
Green Close school, is “unusable” and 
needs replacing. 

Plans are dependent on Holly Hall 
getting a share of a £276 million capital 
funding pot from the Government and 
planning permission is needed to boost 
chances of the funding bid being 
accepted. Mr Lloyd said: “Our children 
deserve the best sports facilities but at 
the moment they are below par.” 


Plans recommended for approval at 
a council planning meeting include an 
astroturf pitch over the Redgra surface 
along with six floodlights and a new 
sports hall being built on grassed land 
on the site. 

Sports England officials raised con¬ 
cerns about proposals to build on exist¬ 
ing sports fields. The organisation’s 
planning manager John Berry said 
that the development should not be to 
the detriment of the existing sports 
fields and running track. 


Woman caught trying to 


cash false £1 

A WOMAN was foiled in her attempt to 
pocket more than £1,700 by cashing a false 
cheque at Black Country store after staff 
became suspicious. 

Natalie Stacey, aged 28, tried to cash the 
cheque, payable in her name, at the Money 
Store in Dudley’s Merry Hill Shopping 
Centre on October 11. 

Dudley Magistrates Court heard the 
cheque belonged to Bolton firm Silver 
Glide and had aroused the suspicions of 
staff. 

They contacted the firm who confirmed 
they had no knowledge of Stacey, of North 
Street, Dudley, and had never employed 
her. 

Police were called to the store but Stacey 


,700 cheque 

had left before they arrived - only to return 
a short time later. She was arrested and 
admitted what she had done. 

Magistrates were told she had also had a 
false gas bill to use as ID when cashing the 
£1,723 cheque, which had her name on but 
the wrong address. 

They heard she had been approached by 
a “friend” who had provided the cheque 
and gas bill. 

Stacey had agreed to go ahead with it as 
she was short of cash. 

She pleaded guilty to attempting to com¬ 
mit fraud by false representation. 

Stacey was sentenced to an eight-week 
community order and given a two month 
curfew from 8pm to 8am.

Gabriel's political drama 
mirrors real-life events 


P oliticians haven’t been flavour of 
the month for, well, rather a few 
months now... which makes 
them a brilliant focus for a brand new 
drama. 

Very loosely based on Chris 
Mullins’ A Very British Coup, Secret 
State stars Gabriel Byrne as Tom 
Dawkins who, as deputy prime 
minister, decides to take on the 
American Petrochemical company 
Petrofex after a devastating accident 
on British soil. 

But it’s not going to be easy for him. 
As a man who believes in 
transparency and open government, 
he’s got his work cut out in tackling 
vested interests as he goes about the 
task of finding out the truth behind the 
accident and getting justice for the 
families affected. 

When the prime minister dies in 
suspicious circumstances, he’s up 
against heavyweights Ros Yelland and 
Felix Durrell for the top job - but it’s 
clear neither of his opponents have 
the victims’ best interests at heart in 
their campaign. 

Screen veteran that he is, Byrne is 
no stranger to gritty roles. You only 


have to cast your mind back to 2003’s 
Vanity Fair (in which he starred 
opposite Reese Witherspoon), and 
more recently his role in In Treatment 
(for which he won a Golden Globe), to 
see that this is a man clearly up for a 
challenge. 

But does he feel that the storyline in 
this is a little too close to home in a 
country where the government faces 
no end of cynicism at the present 
time? 

“It sounds like we were imitating the 
headlines, but actually one of the 
problems of doing a contemporary 
thriller is that you have to race to beat 
the headlines. 

“The major incident that happens in 
this that gives rise to the story is a 
huge petrochemical explosion in a 
small town in Northern England, 
where they’re developing a drone fuel. 

“Just a week before we finished it, 
there was a story in the paper about 
the development of nuclear-powered 
drones, and a probable scenario 
where what we’ve come to regard now 
as conventional warfare will be 
obsolete - so tanks, guns, regiments, 
all that stuff, would be replaced by the 


possibility of a drone that can fly at jet 
speeds over continents with a nuclear 


However, the actor has no doubts 
about this drama’s success. He 
explains: “I think the function of a 
really good political thriller is not 
providing the answers, but to raise 
questions. 

‘And that’s why I believe these kinds 
of films are important, because you 
come in with the really big ideas on 
the back of a gripping story. 

“One of the things that’s interesting 
about this drama is that we’re talking 
about a politician who speaks the 
truth, a man of integrity who stands 
up to the status quo.” 

One thing’s for certain; you’ll need to 
put your brain in to gear - while this 
isn’t going to be relaxed viewing, well 
done Channel 4 on another promising 
debate-provoking drama.

A capital plan for Nissan's 



The NV200 could save taxi drivers cash and reduce C02 emissions 


ONE of London’s most 
familiar sights could 
soon have a new look as 
car maker Nissan aims 
to clean up in the capital. 

The company’s NV200 - cur¬ 
rently sold as a van or passen¬ 
ger-carrying ‘combi’ model - is a 
front-runner in the race to 
replace the aging ‘black cab’. 

It already serves as a taxi in 
two other capital cities and 
Nissan has previous experience 
of London cabs, as it made the 
diesel engines for a whole gener¬ 
ation of the iconic vehicles. Its 
European design centre is also 
based in London. 

The specially modified (to 
meet taxi licensing regulations) 
NV200 should go down well with 
drivers because of its average 
53mpg which, according to 
Nissan, could save each cabbie 
up to £700 a year. But it would 
also be a breath of fresh air for 


the city, saving almost 38,000 
tonnes of C02 emissions and 20 
tonnes of diesel particulates. 

While the vehicle has won a 
number of industry awards as a 
van, it’s also a value for more 
choice as a well-equipped people 
carrier with top spec models for 
a £20,000. 

The flagship model has seven 
seats, with the centre and rear 
rows capable of being folded 
down to juggle between the 
needs of passengers and cargo 
like rivals such as the VW 
Touran. 

The large side windows with 
darkened ‘privacy glass’ are the 
main visual clue to the Combi’s 
identity. Inside, it’s well- 
equipped and light and agile to 
drive. In spite of its van alter- 
ego, the NV200 is actually based 
on a car platform developed 
jointly by Nissan and Renault 
which contributes to its car-like 
driving characteristics. Its rela¬ 


Combi van 


tively low floor (to enable easy 
loading and more cargo room in 
the van version) are a bonus 
feature for passengers, as are 
the two large sliding doors 
which make for easy access, 
parking in the confines of a busy 
car park. 

There is, of course, Nissan’s 
now familiar rear camera and 
extra assistance from the power 
steering at low speeds. 

Smoothly 

The power comes from a 1.5 
litre turbo diesel (based on 
Renault’s familiar 1.5dCi) with 
89PS of power, which doesn’t 
sound a lot for a vehicle of this 
size, but it’s 200NM of torque 
moves it along smoothly and 
with plenty of flexibility for 
relaxed driving without too 
much gearshifting. 

Nissan have the balance 
between everyday performance 
and economy just about right - 


as illustrated by the 53mpg 
average and the relatively low 
138g/km of C02 emissions. As a 
point of interest, that compares 
to 240g/km for the current black 
cab so you can see why it’s likely 
to find favour with drivers and 
environmentalists. 

The driving position is quite 
high, for good visibility, but oth¬ 
erwise the NV200 doesn’t feel 
any bigger than the average 
hatchback. 

The steering is light, and the 
gear lever, in its raised position 
on the centre console, falls 
readily to hand. 

On the SE+ model tested the 
console also included the 
SatNav screen, which doubles as 
the rear view camera screen as 
soon as you engage reverse. 

The Combi range starts at 
£17,293 for the five-seater 
model, rising to £20,173 for the 
flagship SE+ seven-seater 
tested.

BIRMINGHAM LEAGUE 
cricket could be set for a new 
format next summer.

FOR the second week running 
Steve Clarke was left to pick his 
Albion players up off the floor 
after another late heartbreak. 

Defeat at Newcastle in the third minute 
of stoppage time was tantamount to day¬ 
light robbery as Papiss Cisse grabbed a 
winner for the hosts that he knew little 
about. 

And the latest cruel blow for Clarke and 
Co came just eight days after a last-gasp, 
and equally harsh, loss at home to Manches¬ 
ter City. 

If Edin Dzeko’s winner for City at The 
Hawthorns was a little telegraphed, Cisse’s 
93rd-minute goal at St James’ Park was a 
total bolt from the blue. 

Albion never saw the winner coming. And 
neither did Cisse, who felt Sammy Ameobi’s 
late effort deflect off his back and watched 
in delight as it flew past a helpless Ben 
Foster to seal a barely believable win for 
Alan Pardew’s men. 

Inquest 

The Magpies had dodged a bullet. Albion 
had been kicked in the guts. Again. 

Lightening striking twice in two week¬ 
ends will mean an inevitable inquest among 
Baggies coaches, players and fans as they 
begin the countdown to their return to 
action against Southampton next Monday. 

Yet the post mortem should be brief and 
the conclusion should be clear. On Tyne¬ 
side, Steve Clarke’s men were simply the 
victims of a major injustice. 

They were just about second best before 
half-time and, despite creating two fine 
chances, found themselves behind at half¬ 
way. 

But their second-half performance was 
good enough to win most games with 
Romelu Lukaku bouncing back from his 
two earlier misses to head them level during 
a spell of total dominance. 


When Cisse attempted to dodge Ameobi’s 
angled shot and felt it flick off his body and 
past Foster, his was a look of disbelief. 

Clarke bore an expression of incredulity. 
And little wonder after seeing his team lead 
last season’s Premier League surprise 
package a merry dance for much of the 
second half. A draw would have been hard 
on Albion. Defeat was agonising. 

It was the hosts who had the first real 
chance of the game when Shola Ameobi 
found space on the right and delivered a fine 
cross to the far post, where Demba Ba sent 
a header just wide. 

And Foster had to be alert in Albion’s goal 
to palm away a 25-yard effort from Davide 


Santon after the Baggies half-cleared a 
corner. 

But it was the visitors who should have 
gone ahead midway through the half 
against the run of play when James Morri¬ 
son displayed composure on the edge of a 
crowded Baggies penalty area to feed 
Graham Dorrans and spark a counter¬ 
attack.
